Witchcraft  and  the  Modern 
Witch  will  be  presented  on  June  9,  and  Weep,  Weep  Mine  Eyes,  a  documentary  on  the  London 
plague  of  300  years  ago,  will  be  heard  on  June  20.  It  is  sometimes  an  illuminating  experience  to 
hear  how  other  men  live  their  lives,  and  we  offer  an  opportunity  to  do  this  with  radio  autobio- 
graphies of  two  very  different  kinds  of  men — with  My  Name  Rings,  by  William  McKinley  "Buck" 
Ashmore,  who  has  done  everything  from  picking  cotton  to  gambling,  for  a  living  (Sunday  mornings 
at  10:30  a.m.)  ;  and  Reminiscences  of  a  Rebel,  in  which  Ben  Legere  talks  about  his  life  (June 
13  and  20).  Legere,  too,  has  had  a  multitude  of  jobs,  in  the  theatre,  in  the  labor  movement,  and 
as  an  efficiency  engineer.  He  says  that  his  hobby  is  "being  interested  in  most  everything  that 
people  do  and  feel  and  think  and  maybe  stirring  the  mass  a  bit  in  one  way  or  another." 

"A  RETURN  TO  THE  NEANDERTHAL  WOMB"  ...  was  one  of  the 

comments  by  Paul  Hertelendy,  Oakland  Tribune  critic,  about  the  KPFA  Music  Department's 
recent  Third  Annual  Festival  of  the  Avant  Garde.  Hertelendy  also  said  "One  would  be  tempted 
to  call  the  whole  thing  a  hoax,  a  colossal  joke  foisted  on  the  public."  On  the  other  hand,  Alfred 
Frankenstein,  of  the  Chronicle,  said  "One  felt  that  these  people  were  the  real  determiners  of  our 
cultural  status,  that  what  they  had  to  offer  would  go  on  regardless  of  cultural  surveys,  plans  for 
cultural  centers  and  all  that  malarkey,  and  that  those  who  run  the  surveys  and  plan  the  centers 
would  not  see  the  cultural  importance  of  this  group  if  it  were  emblazoned  in  imperishable  neon 
across  the  face  of  the  War  Memorial."  You  can  make  up  your  own  mind  on  this  critical  controversy 
by  listening  to  the  concert,  at  8:45  p.m.  on  June  18.  One  of  the  most  outstanding  events  in  chamber 
music  in  the  past  years  will  be  heard  on  our  four  Coolidge  Festival  programs,  which  include  com- 
missioned works  by  living  composers;  these  programs  will  begin  on  June  3.
